different elements of the German State. 
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According to him, there is Supposed to be a parallel without a horizontal 
bond between the various State and Party departments, between individual 
ministerial administrations and between individual National-Socialist 
organizations. he only connecting link would be the person of the Chief, 
et the head. according to the defense, the dominating principle of German 
structure would be personal union, not coordination and cooperation. 

This is false. This is contrary to the principles of the Nazi State 
and requirements of a State in which every force strives towards the same goal 
and towards the actual reality of German life as revealed by the debates. 

According to National Socialist conception, the Perty must take the 
place of Democracy. The Perty is the political expression of the Nation, 
which materielises in the political action of the State carried out by the 
activity of its administrations. The 1 December 1933 act proclaims, for 
the purpose of é¢nsuring the unity of the Party and State, that the Party 
is tho exclusive support of the State conception, and indissolubly unites 
the Party and the State. 

At the Party Congress in 1934, <ITLER says; 

"It is not the State that crueted us. We create the State 
for ourselves. +o some we may appear as the Party, to others 
es en organization, for yet others es something different but 
actually we are what we arc." 

The aim pursued by the Party is therefore to achieve a more and nore 
complete union between the Sate and the Party. This expleins the legislation 


which makes it compulsory for the 
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chief of the Party Chancery to be consulted in the appointment of 
ranking officials; which incorporates Party chiefs in municipal 
administration, integrates the SS into the Folice, and assimilates the 
SS to police officers; makes t + direction of the Hitler Youth a 
State department, integrates the direction of Party headquarters abroad 
into the Foreign Department and merges together to mircréasing 
extent the military personnel of the Farty and those of the State. 
General von SRODOWSKY's war diary, which we have submitted to the 
Tribunal, shows this merger was n fact at the tine of tho landing 
in Fronce. HITLER , however, coutinued to maintain the system of 
parallel State and Party administration, because they control and 
Supcrvise each other. But he ce elled both parties to cooperate 
Closely, to be certain of the € “fectivencss of thi control. 

All the defendants moreover exceptin HESS, are representativo 
of State departments. They cannot hide dchind the misht of the Party, 
Since Party and State shared the power, rty g a doctrine

Finally, during the war the terrorist activities of the arny and the 
police, of the State and the Party merze togethere Sometimes the police 
is made subordinate to the army, though acting with a certain autonomy 
according to the orders of the RSk.. This is the case in Belgiune In 
France, in spite of being detaded from the arry, the police maintains 
close cooperation with it. The army participates with the SIPO (Security 
Police) and the SD in the persecuticn of the Jews, in the administration of 
the internment camp of Compiezne and in the designation of hostages (RF 1212 
and 1212 bis) and in their execution (RF 1244). is we have seen the arry 
and the police were accomplices in the terrorist actions against the popula- 
tion. The navy and the Police are «lso accomplices in the massacre of the 
commandos, and it is the police which massacres certain categories of War 
Prisoners, although all the prisoners without exception come under the 


authority of the AKW (PS 1165) 
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One might multiply examples of the close association of Party macuinery 
with the State services, of their coordénation which at times goes so far as 
to result in a symbiosis. Realization of the common politicel id at the 
conguest of space by all possible met.ods, is the path pursued by all, one 
way or another. 

The cooperation of the defendants is an evident result. Apart from the 
definite facts of co-operation which we allege, what we know of the general 
functioning of this totalitarian Ste’ , bound to thw destiny of the Party, 
its vigour against the heretics for + 10m camps with their gas chembers waited, : 
all thet leads us to affirm thet the defendants, ba they Ministers or dignitari: 
or nigh functionaries with State or Perty autority together with others who are 
not there - dead or held for trial in other Courts formed an entity. And this, 
taken altogether, was the Government of the Reich, this was the State-Party or 
Party-State; an entity, perhaps, but conscious cad criminal entity which

The acts of the defendants are not only the particular ones which we 
analysed, just a minute ago,in the light of the national penal codes of their 
and our country, respectively. They comprise also in their entirety those of 
the German State for which they acted, of that German State to which they gave 
life, conscience, thought, will, and of which they must now assume the re- 
sponsibility for the consequences, ev the most extreme ones, because they 


could not personally disentengle themselves from these crimes. 
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And this brings us to our third propositions 
The Defendants must be judged on the basis of their functions perforned 


in that criminal policy of which they were the promoters and instrunontse 


Was it not Dr. Seidl who, defending Frank, has said: (pago 55) 
"This is an acknowledged principle and it derives fron 

the penal code of all civilized nations that a uniforn and 

natural action must be appraiscd in its totality, and that all 

circumstances which mtght possibly enter into consideration must 

be examined in order to form : basis at the time of the working

It is in the political life that all the crimes of tho defendants lie.

Thoy are, as we know the elements o? a criminal State policy. To consider 


the defendants as offenders of the common law, to forget that thoy have 


acted in the nane of the Gernan State and for the account of that State, 
to apply a standard to then the same as that applied to hooligans or to 
assassins, would narrow the amplitude of the trial, would misinterpret 
the character of their crimes. Crimes which the Courts of our ceuntrics 
ordinarly adjudicate show the criminal in opposition to the social ordere 
These ar individual deeds; their range is limited; their consequences are 
circumscribed. Their crimos never strike more than a few victims, and 

it is impossible to find in the annals of our countries an example of 
murder methodically perpetrated by terror organizations whose victins 
would run higher than a few hundred pooplesscee. 

That is the highest price of a criminal plot within tho bosom of our 


National 6Bomnunities, 
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Organized, highly hierarchichal, endowed with an armed force 
and judicial institutions, our national communities can eliminate 
delinquents before they can do all the harm they are eapable of. 

These defendants, on the contrary, developed their criniaal 


activity within the community of States, an inorganized world which 


is just beginning to be conscious of its own existence and had 


then neither armed power nor judges. 

These defendaats seized the German State and turned it into a 
gangster State, putting at the service of their crininal plans all 
the executive night of the State. They acted as chiefs or leaders 
of political, diplomatic, juridical, military, econoric and 
financial staffs. The activity of these staffs is normally 
coordinated in any country since they serve a common purpose 
indicated by a common political idea. But in National Socialist 
Germany, as we know, such coordination was reinforced by the 
interpenetration of party and administrative agencies. Private 
crimes became community crimes when connitted by the State. . Indéed, 
they were bred by the political thought of each individuals 
"Conquest of space at any price." 

State crines committed by any one of those who controlled 
a nator department wore made possible only because all those 
who controlled every other najor departient contributed their 
share. Should sone of them and kheir devartnents default, it

September 1943, he was one of the high ranking officials both in 
the State and in the Party, SPEER expleited more than a million 
men in the Todt Organisation, and in 1943 more than 50,000 de= 
ported Frenchmen in the territory of the Ruhr alone, He is re- 
sponsible for the maltreatment of foreign workers in German 
factories, particularly in the Krupp plants. He employed more 
than 400,000 war prisoners in the armament industry. His delegates 
were æ thorized by the OKW to go to the camps ami to select skilled 
workmen. He exploited the 1.01 of the concentration camps, more 
than 32,000 men, as he has himself admitted. He visited Mauthausen 
am shared the responsibility for the deportation of Jews into special 
working camps, as well as the 100,000 Hungarian Jews tho were assigned 
to aircraft factorics,. 

Von NEURATH, who hed been Minister for Foreign 
4ffairs since 1932, remeined in this office when the Nazis seized 
power in 1933. He continued occupying this post until 1939 an vas, 
together with his services, gradually absorbed by the browing State 
Party Machine. Being amember of the government from the very outset, 
he must have been familiar with the political ideology of the move-

the following lines: 

"as regards the future organization of Bohemia-Morevia, all considerations 
sould be based on the goal set for this territory, from the political 
national-political engle (sic). From the political engle there can be 
one goal: complete incorporation ato the Greater German Reich; from the 
netionel-political angle, settlin these territories completely with Germans,

At the rally of the National Front at Harzburg, in October 
of 1931, SCHACHT took his seat by the side of HITLER, HUGENBERG 
and SELDTE, He had already attempted to bring HITLER into tho 
BRUENING Governnent. He organized financially the decisive 
elections of March 1933 (USA 874), incidental to a reunion of the 
leading industrialists with GOERING, on which occasion HITLER 
delivered a speech. Since the seizure of power, SCHACHT has . 
played an outstanding role ir he machinery of the Party and of 
the State. He became President of the Reichbank and Minister of 
Hconony. On 19 January 1939 he left the Reichbank, but he became 
Ministor of State ond held thet post until 21 January 1943. Clever, 
subtle and knowing how to hide his thoughts behind irony or in- 


sOlence, he never committed himself altogether. 
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It is also esteblished thet he persistently cemended extension of space for 
Gorneny.

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When issuing the first draft ‘he drawer annexed extension drafts 
calculated in such a way that the last became due in January or 
March 1942. When looking baëk ne Selection of that date attains 
full significance, The year 1942 was the time appointed by SCHACHT 


for the term of his dishonest undertaking. He hoped thet by then 


the war would help him to solve the problem, Thc original draft 


was discounted by the Reichsbank, The bills were not sub joct to i 
fiscal taxes in ordor to prevent the evaluation of tho volume in circu- 
lation by means of the modifications in the yield of the taxcs. The 
operations were wiled in the utmost secrecy. All the available credits 
in marks were engaged by the Reichsbank in these armanent drafts 
as far back as 1935, At the end of 1938 there were 6 milliards of 
MEFO drafts in the assets of the Reichsbank and 6 milliamds to 
discount, of which 3 milliards were short—dated, At the due date, 
SCHACHT could not but be aware that there werc only threc possible 
solutions: 
1) Consolidation of the debt by foreign loans, but these 
would be refused to a nazified and coverarmed Germany, 
an inflation comparable to thot of 1923 and this would have 
meant the end of the regime 
3) War. 
The importance of the re-armament finenced by SCHACHT up 
by the C&lculations made by Mt, GERT- 
HOFER of our delegation (We annex his report hereto). Let us not 
forget that HITLER, in his letter of 19 Jrnurry 1939 to SCHACHT, 
wrote to the later: "Your name will above everything end for evor 
be connected with the first period of national re-armament," 
From 1 April 1935 to öl December 1938 the expenditures for Germany's 
rearmament amountéd to three hundred fortyfive milliard four hundred 


and fifteen million francs, 
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During the same period Frawe spent only thirtyfive milliard nine 

hundred and sixtyfour million francs. Such a discrepancy shows 

quite clearly whit SCHACHT's aim was. In 1940 the same proportion 

was found again on the battleficlds of Frances: ten German armoured di- 
visions against one French, 

The tetirement of SCHACHT from the Reichsbank or from the Ministry 
Economy can in no way militate in his favour, Difficulties arose 
between GOERING and him in regard to the carrying out of the Four 
vYear Plan. SCHACHT did not wisn to be subordinate to GOERING., He 
resigned from the Ministry of Economy on 25 November 1937, but re- 
mained President of the Reichstank and Minister without Portfolio. On 
7 January 1939 he handed HITLER » memorandum in which he established 
that the volume of the MEFO drafts in circulation through his own 
fault was becoming a menace to the currency. Technically his position 
at the Reichsbank had become : possible. The causes therefore under- 
lying his departure were questions of economic organization, not 
political reasons. He, however, remained Minister without Portfolio. 

He resigned this post only in Jənurry 1943 at the time of the Stalin- 
grad defeat, when the Party-State as well as the Reich werc beginning 

to break down, Evidently he was of no more use then, but it is 

equally evident that he might have become so again later on as negociato?

With regard to the last of HITLER's confidents, BORMANN, we 
know that he was in charge of the liquidation of the Jews. There is 


no need to say anything further, 
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I am now through with the ‘emonstrrtion of each defendant's 
guilt, not that the subject is exhausted, but the time allotted by 
the Court for cach Prosecution expound his address to the Court only 
allows us to prepare the draft of a working deserving of systomatic 
execution . The example iblustrnting our thesis could be multi- 
plied, All the facts submitted during tho last nine months by tho 
four delegations fit without any effort within our plan, and this 
single fact proves that our lo-ic is unimpeachable and conforms 
strictly to reality. 
Yo consider thercfore that the proof has been furnished that all these 
men have been a party to the crime of the German State, That all

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When the Defense Counsels speak of "law in force" it is to 
deny to this Tribunal the richt to condemn, and Dr. JAHRRnISS denied 
all authority to the law "such as it-should be conceived" in the 
light of morality and progress (page 3). All forget that the law 
in force is not only the law of the past, the only one which thoy 
invoke , but that the law in force is also the one that the 
judges invoke in a concrete manner from the Bench, All forget 
that jurisprudence changes with the times. There, wherc there is 
no written law, one enn only speak of thc preceding tendencies and 
find out if they are still valid and can be invoked. 

But let us not follow this any furthor. We would ourselves 
confuse the issue, 

The sole fact of this trial, the fact that dominates all others, 
is the one of the methodical, systematic extermination of all the 
men who occupied the space coveted by Germany, 

Other crimes have most certainly been committed, but only 
as means to the end. One is ttempted to say secondarily and 
accessorily, one is overwhelmed to such an extent by the atrocity 
of the final crime. 

One should be irpressed by this atrocity, one should under 
stand well the danger that such a precedent is for humanity and 


therefore demand adequate punishment, 





III » Atrocity of the State-cormittcd erince 


These men's crime is not a simple one. We have already shovn 
that. The common criminal knows his victim, he sees it. He strikes 
him himself and knows the effect of h¥s blow. Even if he is only an 
accomplice he is never, morally and psychologically, sufficiently 
far removed from the chief perpetrator not to share to a certain 
extent his apprehensions and reactions when the blow is delivered and 
the victim collapsese 

Committed by the State organization, racial extermination, murder 
or any ofter crime becomes anonymcu3. Nobody bears the chief re- 
sponsibility. Everybody shares it, those who by their presence 
maintain and support the ad äinistration, those who conceived, those 
willed, as well as he who hssueg the order, As for the executioner, 
he repeats to hinself: "Be7ohl ist Befehl". "An order is an order" 
and he carries out his kilicr’s task, 

Those who decide do it without shuddering. They have not 
perhaps an accurate, concrete idea of the consequences of their 
orders. Thus the amazement of sore of the accused in the few minutes 
after the showinz of the film about the camps may be understood. As 
far those who promote the execution of the crime by their general 
cooperation in the work of Party and State, they have the feeling 
of being passive witnesses of a seene in which they are not concerned 
Indeed, there is no punishment to be feared, In the German schene 
the State and the Party are strong, and determined to remain so er 


a thousand yoars. They have destroyed Justice.

Tribunal will find nt theend of document F 655 which is in one of 


the Document Books submitted by the French Delegation, KRAMR's terrible 

reflection. Before being Commandant of the Bergen-Belsen concentration 

camp, KRAMER commanded the Natrwiller camp in Alsace, where he him- 

self asphyxinted eighty persons by gas, the proof of which has been 

viven, To the question: "What would you have done if all of them had 

not been dead?", he answered; " I should have tried again to asphyxiate 
by injecting a second dose of gas into the room I was not 

moved at all while accomplishing these acts, for I had received the order 

to execute the eishty internees in the way I explained you, After all 

I have been trained in that way," What a terrible charge against 

the system! Before being assasin by order, this man had been 

kecper at Augsburg. How many peaceful bookkeepers trained in 


way are left in the Germany of to-day? and now "the innocent 


crics for venzeance." 
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CONCLUSION 

You know the crime! You know why and by what means it was 
perpetrated! The heinous crime without precedent is that of the 
National Socialist "State-Party", but the defendants in their capa- 
city of chicfs of the National Socinlist Party and the great State 
officials, have all accepted mjor responsibilities in the conception 
perpotration of this crime. Their particip tion in the crime of the
